In order to attract birds to our 


homes a knowledge of their habits 
Is necessary. For the little war- 
blers, tall trees are necessary as 
they feed and nest mostly in the 
tops of the trees The members of 
the wood pecker family must have 
trees and poles with wood soft or 
decayed sufficiently to enable them 
to chisel chambers for their nests. 
Martins, Bluebirds and Wrens may 
be attracted to our premises by 
building boxes and placing them in 
suitable places. The Martins pre- 
fer homes on poles 20 to 25 feet 
high away from buildings 
and 


trees. 
They are air feeders and 


want plenty of room for 
flying. 


Several rooms may be provided 
in the same house as they are so- 
cial birds, that is they live in 
communities. On the other hand 
Blue Birds and Wrens are solitary 
in their nesting habits, the latter 
especially so. 


A nest for the Blue birds may be 


6 to 10 feet high as they are mod- 
erately low feeders. In making a 
box for Blue Birds and Wrens use 
pnly weather beaten lumber as birds 
are averse to things bright and 
new. Do not make the entrance 
too large. For Blue Birds the hole 
may be the size of a silver half 
dollar but for the Wren a hole 
the size of a quarter or one inch in 
diameter is large enough.

In some localities it is the 
earliest. Another name is Pepper- 
and-Salt,s ocalled from its spekl- 
ed petals. To be specific, its name 
is Erigenia bulbosa, indicating it is 
produced from a bulb. 


One plant that has stood civili- 
zation fairly well, is the Spring 
Beauty or Claytonia It is found in 
open woods and pastures and opens 
its petals only m the sunshine. The 
plant springs from a deep tuberous 
root Pastunng and tramping the 
land does not seem to interfere 
much with its growth. 


The white Adder's Tongue or 


Dogtooth violet can survive under 
rather adverse conditions for the 
same reason that its bulb lies deep 
ic the soil. 


The early Buttercup now dots 


the fields along the edge of the 
open woods with its golden petals! 
that are like "the stars that 
in 
earth's firmament do shine." 


The reason that these flowers 


bloom so early in the season is 
that the plant food is storyed up 
in the roots and bulbs by the«last 
summer's growth and is available
